How Tags Prey Upon the People of 


Reno. 


Once in a while a needy man drifts 


into Beno, bnt men of this kind are 
lew and far between and may be easily 
recognized by anyone who has care- 
'nlly observed the ways of the true 
American beggar, the tramp. 


If the people of Beno were not so 


renerons and sympathetic in their 
dispositions we would not be troubled 
by this riff-raff element. An army of 
;ramps comes here annually and preys 
npon our hospitality. They camp in 
the cool willow thickets along the river 
east of town, and organize themselves 
nto a regular fraternity for the pur- 
jose of making easy the problem of 
iving without working. 
This may 


seem to ba a broad assertion, but it ia 
strictly true, as will be promptly 
averred by any member of oor police 
'orce. 


Many of these men are -above the 


average in intelligence and not a few 
are fairly well educated, familiar with 
all the phases of leading political and 
economic questions.
